On tho lecont anniversary of 
Lincoln's b irthday the Minister 
ftorForeiern'Affsira qf the Ntthar- 
landa Government affixed his Big- 
nature to a final protocol at the 
Duteh Foreign Office which nave 
•ffaet to the International Opium 
Convention negotiated at The 
Hague during the winter of 1911- 
12 by the United SUtes and the 
power? most closely concernod in 
the question. 

The signature of the Nether- 
lands Minister followed that of 
Dr. HL'iiry van Dike, the Ameri- 
can Minister, on behalf of the 
United States and of Mr. Tang 
T*inf^ Foil on behalf of China. 

The aitfnaiare ol the three 
ministers put the International 
Opium Convention into fore* over 
a field which coven approxfanete- 
ly IT.i.iKlO.tKK) inhabitants: China, 
with an estimated population of 
880,000.000; the Unitwl Statw 
100. 000. U( 10, and the Netherlands 
and her dependences with 45,000- 
000. Despite the war the signa- 
turet of the remaining nations of 
the world will doubtles soon be 
addied. and the convention will 
bsoome operative from on« end 
of the globe to the edisr. 
The niitij^ation of this centuries- 
old abuse was summed up fttly by 
Dr. van Dyke on behalf of the 
United States, which in spite of 
rumors of war, revolutions in 
China, and even war itself has 
persisted in its sfforts to bring to 
an snd alonv^tMidinff soeisl and 
SQonomical evil. 

The American Minister said in 
referring to the convention: 

The terrible fact that this enor- 
mous war id in progress should 
not make civilized nations ignore 
things which opsRste for the wcl. 
fsie of mankind. The opium 
convention aims at putting to 'he 
.vicious trsde in opium as an in- 
< « i rt is m .and at hnpsslat the 
. strictest rsgohtlso on the legiti- 
mate commerce in opium for 
pui-ely medicinal pumsaes. I hope 
that the three natk>ns which have 
'taken the first definite sUp iu 
this direction soon wNI ht Mbw- 
«d by many others.

'StQin the opium vice, has talten 
this step side by side with the 
United Ststee. which has been
